Kenosha County Coroner .William 
Itau en announced yesterday -tha t 
since; no evidence of violence *was 
discovered in his Investigation Into, 
the death of George C, Calcott, 38," 
resident of the' California subdivi- 
sion at Lake Marie, the death -was 
regarded as a suicide by drowning. 

Attention was first focused. oh the 
death Tuesday, when Kenosha Coun- 
ty Sheriffs police Investigated, ah 
automobile which was reported to 
have been parked on Fox River road 
north -. of- Wllmot, Wis;,' for three 
days. Upon- obtaining the. license 
number and discovering that the car 
was registered In , Catcotl's.name, 
the deputies contacted the 'Calcott 
home and discovered that Calcott 
had been missing " since Friday, 
Oct. 1. 

The- Twin ..^Lakes Rescue squad 
was summoned and the- body • of 
Calcott was recovered from the Fox 
river, -which; .parallels-; the road at 
that point, within fifteen minutes. 

Rauen said, that Calcott had been 
unemployed ' since . April and that 
his despondency arising from the 
lack of ability to find employment 
was probably responsible for.' the 
suicide. Also, . he added that -Mrs. 
Calcott' had returned Friday from 
a medical' examination where she 
had been told that ' an operation 
would be necessary. After this news 
Calcott left the home to try to 
borrow money -'and was never' seen 
alive again.' Ironically enough, a 
letter .arrived on Saturday from, a 
former employer, offering, employ- 
ment. 

Calcott was born in Chicago. May 
20, 1018, and .was a veteran. of World 
War II, He Is survived by his 
widow, Jean. Funeral services will 
be held Saturday at 1:30 p. m. at 
the^ Strang Funeral home. . . '

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A Simple Matter 

It la' probably true that^ a' good many peo- 
ple who'd like to Invest some ot their savings 
in stocks don't- do so .for the reason that they 
aren't sure how to go about it:

For example, if the customer buys 100 
shares of a stock selling at $40 a share, a firm which 
is a member of the New York Stock Exchange will 
charge $35. Lf he buys 50 shares (known as an odd- 
lot) at $30 a share, the commission is $18." These 
commissions are much less than is generally charged 
by agents dealing in other kinds of property, such as 
real estate. 

Moreover, nowadays It Isn't necessary to pay 
cash for all the stock you "want. A pay-as-you-go 
purchasing system went into effect several months 
ago that a great many people have taken advantage 
of. This is also handled' through the brokerage 
houses, and payments may be as little as $40 a 
quarter. It's just like buying a car or a TV" set on 
time, with one important exception — if the purchaser 
stops making his payments he doesn't lose what he's 
invested. He gets whatever amount of stock he has 
paid for. 

Stock ownership Is for the many, not the few 
— as the fact that more than a third of ail share- 
owners are in the $2,00045,000 income bracket proves. 
And the mechanics of buying it are geared to meet 
the needs and desires of the many.

But there is one more 
beneficiary we may overlook — and that is govern- 
ment. 

The oil industry is a first-class . case in point. 
Back in 1933, its tax bill was a trifle over $1,000,000,- 
000 a year. Ten years later, in 1943,' it paid a little 
less* than $1,700,000,000 in taxes. Then the tax load 
really started to soar. Last year, according to an 
American Petroleum Industries Committtee report, 
the industry's payments to the tax collectors totaled 
almost $5,000,000,000— some five times the figure of 20 
years ago. 

This brings up another important point. Ac- 
counts of the profits made by an industry often fail 
to mention the proportion of those profits that must 
go for taxes. The Committee reports that, last year, 



It was not unusual for, an oil company' to pay more 
In taxes than It ' paid' in dividends to ^stockholders. 
It was also not unusual for the tax .burden to ex- 
ceed' the total wages paid to all Its employes. 

Left-wingers are forever damning the 1 profit 
motives— which is, the force that makes the free en-' 
terprlse system click. But that profit motive is re- 
sponsible for our materia] strength as' a nation and 
for our. unprecedented living standards. .And,' out 
of. those profits, come much of the revenue that pays 
government's huge overhead. •

This year's cattle 'marketings are expected 
to set a new record — 3,000,000 head above the prior 
all-time high set last year, And, : if existing .drought 
conditions in some major producing areas* continue, 
marketings during the next few months will be ex- 
traordinarily heavy. 

Beef is a perishable commodity that can't be 
stored ior any length of time. The pending cam- 
paign is designed to see that the vast supply moves 
on to the nation's dining tables. 

Special emphasis will be placed on low-cost 
beef— the kind that Is .used for stews, pot pies'.and 
other such succulent dishes. And it will be. pointed 
out that beef Is an excellent buy; for. the reason that 
record supplies are finding their reflection In lower 
prices. - ' . 

There is full confidence that the campaign- will 
be a striking success — to the benefit of both pro- 
ducers and consumers. ,
